Cfc&nd*er, Okla., Dec. 21.—With the 
exception of a few tracts, the sale of 
which was postponed, the Oklahoma 
lsehool 
land com rn.is 5 ion 'this 
week 
ha® sold 66 tracts of s ate school 
lands or a total of about 20,560 acres. 
The total appraised value of .these 
lands was $74,925, and on a basts of 
6 pe Tcent cash the commission has 
received approximately $3,746. The re- 
m-aimder of the purchase price is to 
foe paid tin 40 equal aim nail instal­ 
ments, the principal bearing 5 per 
cent interest. 
(An extraordinary thing is shown 
in the comparison of -figures. While 
the lands were valued at $74,925, the 
improvements were valued at $98 - 
776.88, which ie $23,851.88 in excess 
of the appraised \alue of the lands. 
The lands gold the first day, with the 
exceptions noted, were valued a-: $25- 
650; second day, $31,625; third day, 
$14,950, and the fourth day, $12,700. 
The improvements on lands sold the 
firs* day were valued at $15,852; sec­ 
ond day, $18,915.60; third day $34,- 
794.38, and fourth day, $29,214.90. 
The tract bearing the highest val­ 
uation was that leased and purchased 
by Bemahrd Meyer, which sold for 
$2,000. The ':,ract bearing the lowest 
valuation was that leased and pur­ 
chased 'by Fred Beflitz, Sr., which sold 
for $650. The tract having the high­ 
est val nod improvements 
was that 
leased and purchased by James A. 
lynch, the value being $3,932.45. The 
tract was valued at $1,000. The tract 
baning the low es 
valued improve­ 
ments was that leased and purchas­ 
ed by J. T. Thompson, of Wells­ 
ton, the value being, $432. This tract 
was sold for $900. 
Some Contrasts Shown. 
A remarkable contrast is shown in 
improvements, which does not indi­ 
cate, necessarily, as wtxie a variety 
of farming interests ais migh appear 
on the surface to one who does not 
consider that the lessee has been a 
tenant during all the period of his 
lease and tfntil recently has had no 
substantial assurance that he would 
«e a preference right when the lands 
were offered for sale or that they 
■would be offered for sale during the 
period of his lease. Some of the most 
progressive farmers, backed by vis­ 
ionary assurances, have neglected to 
improve the lands as they would their 
own where warranty deeds had pass­ 
ed wit beltie to them. Toe Thompson

The ses­ 
sion was a stormy one. There seemed 
to be i>erfeot unanimity -with regard 
to the elec.ion of Madriz, and when

IAI his hotel he greeted the crowds 
and made a brief speech, urging h ar­ 
mony and co-operation. 
He pledged 
thai he would uphold the rights of 
the cirizens, granting free election 
and establishing a policy et equal op­ 
portunities for all. 
At the afternoon session Congress 
accepted the resignation of Dr. Mad- 
z as judge of the Central American 
court and Paniagua Prago was ap­ 
pointed *.o succeed him. 
Want Zelaya Thanked. 
The committee 'which has had the 
res gnat ion of Zelaya in hand then | 
recommended its acceptance and the. 
formulation of an address of thanks 
to Zel.iya for his services to Nicara­ 
gua. Following the adoption of this 
report -.he election of the new pres- I 
ident was proceeded with, the nomi­ 
nation of Dr. Madriz l»eing greeted 
with much enthusiasm. The strength 
of his following in the house was 
attested by the fact that on vhe call 
for a standing vote every member 
rose to his feet in the affirmative. 
The election of Dr. Madriz as chief 
executive has been expected, for in- 
fluenfal delegates, s rong in his fa­ 
vor, have been pouring bito Managua 
from J^eon, the stronghold of the Li!>- 
f I als, and they came writh the avow­ 
ed puprjwse of carrying the candid­ 
acy of their man to victory. Zelaya 
still has a strong power here, and 
while it has

brought to his 
no ice chat Madriz is not looked up­ 
on with favor by the government of 
the United Srates. he at li urges Mad­ 
riz to the front as his successor in 
office. On his arrival the president­ 
elect said that he had been In con­ 
ference with ex-President Cardenas, 
who is now in Cos a Rica, the leader 
of the Conservatives and head of a 
strong force which it has been re­ 
ported wras ready to carry out an 
expedition against Managua.
